In this latter case, the present to 
be delivered in the future is even 
more welcome if the giver indicates

ering bulbs — varieties which most 
gardeners, even those who go in for 
the spring-flowering daffodils and 
tulips, too often overlook.

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The Legacy O f Luke 


Luke s Careful Research Establishes 
Time, Reason For Bethlehem Journey 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The dassie 
Biblical example of lack of char­ 
ity ta the innkeeper’s refusal to 
make room for the travel-weary 
m*ry ane Joseph on what now is 
called Christmas Eve. Here is an 
account of how Luke might have 
•hta’ned the background for this 
touching story.

The old, clay-brick inn stood 
just inside the east gate of Beth­ 
lehem. Luke. the physician and 
writer, threaded his way through 
the street traffic, tired and dust- 
grimed. 
Bo this was the inn that had 
no room fo. Mary as her time 
grew near. A wind, carrying the 
first chill of winter, rippled Luke's 
cloak as he made his way toward 
it 
He had trudged many leagues 
In the last few months, assem­ 
bling his chronicle of Christ. He 
had been over the nearly IOO 
miles that Mary and Joseph trav­ 
eled to reach this ancestral city 
OS David. He knew their travail. 
But Luke, a painstaking research­ 
er, had also gathered items in 
distant places, in the consulates 
of Antioch and Damascus, prying 
into official Roman annals 
and 
enactments to pinpoint the time 
of the nativity of hi* Lord. 
“In those day#,’* he would write 
later, “a decree went out from 
Caesar 
Augustus 
that 
all 
the 
world should be 
enrolled. 
This 
was the first enrollment, when 
Quirinius was governor of Syria.’* 
None but Luke gives the date or 
the circumstances. 
Dispute His Report 
Historians for centuries disput­ 
ed his report, claiming Quirinius 
was not Syria’s governor until 6 
AD. 
But modern 
archeological 
findings show Quirinius previous­ 
ly had been military governor 
when 
Rome 
ordered 
its 
first 
massive census. 
The careful Luke was correct. 
These enrollments, held at 14- j 
year intervals by the empire fol­ 
lowing that first one, were not to 
collect tate*. but to compile lists 
for future levies. Jews, by cus­ 
tom, bad to register at the orig­ 
inal seat of their tribe or clan. 
For Marv and Joseph, this had 
meant 
a 
hard, 
hazardous 
trip 
from Nazareth, with her in most 
fragile condition 
Ai: of it had 
happened TO years before Luke 
pieced together the sequence, but 
he had verified each step of the 
way. 
As suggested by Matthew and by 
Mary’s own words, however tact­ 
fully phrased. Luke knew there 
had been some shock among peo­ 
ple in Nazareth when she cou-; 
ceived. 
Needed Her Husband 
Although she was not required 
by law tr> accompany Joseph for 
the enrollment, she did so rather 
than remain alone among tongue- 
wagging neighbors, even with the 
delivery o# her child near at hand. 
She needed her husband at her 
side. 
Luke had retraced their Jour­ 
ney, from the slopes of Nazareth 
down into the mosquito-swarming

marshes of the Jordan, and on 
into the rocky footpaths of Jul^a. 
This route, though often trav­ 
eled by Galileans to avoid the 
hostile main road through anti- 
Jewish Samaria, was an exhaust­ 
ing, rugged passage, cruelly hot 
in summer, e soggy, dank morals 
in winter. 
Mary and 
Joseph 
made 
the 
trip in the cold, wet season, with 
their one donkey, a bag of food, 
a goatskin of 
water and a 
few 
coverlets folded on the donkey’* 
back. It must have been a 
ter­ 
rible strain. 
On the way down from Naza­ 
reth, Luke had halted briefly sev­ 
eral times to treat the sick. He 
administered 
wormwood

to a child in 
Nam with an in­ 
testinal infection. 
Renders First Aid 
A Httle farther on, he bound 
up a sickle cut on a farmer * leg 
after dis in fee ling It with wine oil. 
Near Beth-shean, he put a hot 
fig poultice on a stonemason with 
a furuncle on his neck, then gath­ 
ered his apothecary kit, and went 
on. 
‘ Inasmuch as you have done 
it to one of the least of these, my 
brethren.” Jesus had said, "ye 
have done it unto me.” 
As Luke followed the course of 
Joseph and Mary along the ser­ 
pentine 
river, 
arith 
its

grown swamps and bogs, he could 
visualize 
the

met. 
Creatures hissed and croaked In 
the mo&s-draped mangroves, and 
insects buzzed at one’s ears.

creepers. Mary and Joseph must 
have camped here at least one

Three-Day Trip 
Altogether, the trip must have 
taken them at least three days.

WASHINGTON (JU — Proposals 
for some sort of federal scholar­ 
ship program probably will be of­ 
fered In the new congressional 
session starting Jan. 7. 
Rep. Barden (D-NC), chairman 
of the House Education and Labor 
Committee, said Saturday his com­ 
mittee "has been giving, considera­ 
tion to a program and will very 
likely make some expression of 
Its views during the next session." 
Barden, reached by telephone 
at his home In New Bern. N. C., 
said he preferred not to comment 
at this time on the proposals made 
yesterday by the National Educa­ 
tion Assn. 
NEA Suggestion 
The NEA suggested the federal 
government start an educational 
support 
program 
of , Indefinite 
length which would Increase in J 
cost, from about 1.1 billion dollars; 
the first year to about 4.8 billion j 
dollars in five years. 
The NEA program includes pro-! 
posals for college scholarships for 
at least 20.000 high school grad­ 
uates each year, and at least 5.000 
ellowshlps annually for univer­ 
sity graduate study. 
A statement from the NEA leg­

commission 
suggested 
scholarship awards might aver­ 
age $1,200 per year to start and 
fellowships $3,000 per year.

amid loud laughter.

Poinsettias 
Can Be Saved 
By Using Care 


There is no need to let your 
Christmas poinsettia die. Instead, 
with proper care, it will bloom 
next Christmas, and you can also 
start others from It. 
After the poinsettia is through 
blooming this w i n t e r and its 
leaves are yellow, put it where 
the air is dry and the tem pera­ 
ture SO to 60 degrees. Olve it no 
water until May. 
Bring it out then, cut It back 
to a height of six or eight inches, 
remove it from its pot, and pick 
away as much of the old soil as 
you easily can. 
Re-pot in a container Just large 
enough to hold the roots com fort­ 
ably. Use a general purpose soil 
Place In a sunny place where the 
temperature is 60 to 70 degrees 
W ater sparingly at first and more 
freely as 
growth 
starts.

Poinsettias 
Can Be Saved 
By Using Care 


There is no need to let your 


Christmas polnsettla die. Instead, 
with proper care, it will bloom 
next Christmas, and you can also 
start others from it. 


After the poinsettia. is through 


blooming- this w i n t e r and its 
leaves are yellow, put it where 
the air is dry and the tempera- 
ture 50 to 60 degrees. Give it no 
water until May. 


Bring it out then, cut it back 


to a height of six or eight inches, 
remove it from its pot, and pick 
away as much of the old soil as 
you easily can. 


Re-pot in a container Just large 


enough to hold the roots comfort- 
ably. Use a general purpose soil 
Place in a sunny place where the 
temperature Is 60 to 70 degrees 
Water sparingly at first and more 
freely as growth starts. Let no 
more than three strong shoots de- 
velop. When the container is mod- 
erately filled with roots, transfer 
to a larger pot. 


After

warm, you may sink the pot to 
its rim in a--sunny place out- 
doors. Do not remove the plant 
from the pot, but fertilize regular- 
ly during the summer. In early 
August pinch the shoots or cut 
them back. Now let develop only 
a few strong ones and remove all 
weak growth. Bring indoors be- 
fore nights turn cold and place in 
full sun. 


When the shoots are cut off it 


is easy to start new plants from 
them. Just pot them and cover 
with * glass and keep soil real 
wet. 


Probably the most important 


thing in getting a polnsettla to 


blossom is to give it a long night, 
almost 12 hours of complete dark- 
ness. This must be uninterrupted 
by even the briefest illumination. 
If a light is turned on for only 
one minute each night it will pre- 
vent blooming. Either grow your 
polnsettias in a room not lighted 
at night or else construct a light 
proof cover of black cloth or dark 
paper for them. The critical pe- 
riod is from Oct. 10 on. 


Poinsettias are sensitive to tem- 


peratures below 60 degrees and to 
drafts, dryness of. soil, excessive 
wetness. Any of these conditions 
may cause the leaves to turn 
yellow and drop off.

quickly. That Christmas, 
Moore 
pot 53 underprivileged children in 
foster homes to enjoy true holi­ 
day happiness. 
Receptive Chord 
From that spontaneous experi­ 
ment, the Child Christmas Place­ 
ment Program has grown stead' 
ily. In IO years. 1,089 children 
have been placed 
for Yuletide 
“adoption.” Last year 194 from 
4 to 12 years of age went to 137 
homes. 
In the program. Moore gets as­ 
sistance from schools and teach­ 
ers, from 
churches, 
clubs 
and 
news media. “We could not pos­ 
sibly have accomplished all we 
have without the help of many 
people," he §aya. 
Now the city’s acting postmas- 
I ter, one of Moore’a biggest re- 
1 wards is the sheaf of letters he 


gets after each Christmas. Some 
are from couples with as many 
as four or 
five children. 
They 
write that having a needy child in 
their homes for the holidays has 
helped teach their own children 
to be unselfish and to share good 
fortune. 
As one letter put It: “Our chil­ 
dren learned a very real Christ­ 
mas lesson which might be para­ 
phrased by ’Do unto others . ..’ ” 
Some of the placements pro­ 
duce heart-tugging stories. 
Deaf mute parents wrote Moore 
asking that their normal 5-year- 
old girl be placed In a temporary 
home for the holidays. 
“We’d like Mary to be able to 
hear people laughing and singing 
this Christmas,” their letter read. 
Later they reported the holiday 
was the most exciting of their 
daughter’s life. 
One woman, grateful for an en­ 
joyable Christmas provided her 
9-year-old 
son 
while she 
iycu 
pirated 
from 
a serious 
illness, 
asked two children into her home 
the next year. 
“My 
son 
received 
so 
much 
happiness last year,” she wrote 
Moore, “that I now want him to 
experience the 
Joy of 
bringing 
happiness to others.” 
Education Assured 
Some of the “foster” parents 
have come to refer to their holi­ 


day visitors ss “our kids” snd s 
few have confided to Moore they 
will 
“see 
them 
through” 
high 
school or college. 
Moore | circulates 
questionnaires 
in the city’s schools—one for the 
those wanting the guests. Moore 
requires the requesting family to 
submit three 
letters of 
recom-1 
mentation, 
which are carefully 
checked. The needy child’s par- j 
ents, of course, must also con­ 
sent. 
Why does Moore, who has no 
children, take on this work? 
“It’s very simple,” he smiles. 
"I enjoy seeing the children, and j 
the people who take 
them, so 
happy I get a big kick knowing 
the 
youngsters 
will 
have 
a 
Christmas to remember—and for 
some it will be the first time they 
ever received a gift.”

Give Live Tree 
Plenty Of Water 


If you get a living Christmas 
tree this year, do remember that 
like any house plant it require* 
•plenty of water. 
Otherwise yon 
might as well, or better, have a 
cut tree. 
A secret of making a living 
tree worthwhile is to plant it aa 
soon after Christmas as possible. 
Common among the living tree* 
are Norway spruce. Scotch pin# 
and balsam firs. They grow large 
and should not be used as founda­ 
tion plantings. 
In setting them out, 
select a 
well drained site, dig a pit con­ 
siderably larger than the earth 
ball, and tamp in plenty of good 
top soil mixed with peat moat 
or compost.

Straseer sisters, who toured Ger­ 
many and Austria singing folk­ 
songs.

It was not 
until after Mohr was deed. and 
Gruber was an old man, that the 
true author and composer wert 
given recognition.

Frost, — san ta Claus to you — is 
a dyed-in-the-wool R ussian inven­ 
tion. 


G randfather 
F rost,

“ Dec! M aroa” here, looks and acts 
like 
Santa- Claus. 
He 
has 
the 
sam e ruddy cheeks, flowing beard 
and overflowing bag of gifts. 
But the ASIANS SAY HIS 
But the Russians say his origtr 
Is pure Russian folklore without 
any religious overtones, im ported 
i or domestic. 
The R ussians also say G rand­ 
father 
Frost has nothing to do 
with St. Nicholas, the prototype 
of Santa Claus for the rest of the 
world. This despite the fact that 
S t Nicholas is and long has been 
probably the m ost revered saint 
in Russia. More R ussian churches 
are nam ed after him than after 
anybody else. 
St. 
Nicholas 
reputedly 
Chris­ 
tianized the Slavs in the Fourth 
Century but at th a t tim e there 
w as no Russia 
as 
such. 
Chris­ 
tianity cam e to R ussia m ore than 
six centuries later, from Byzan­ 
tium . 
The Russians started celebrat­ 
ing C hristm as 
soon 
after 
that, 
and 
incorporated m uch of their 
old pagan folklore into the Chris­ 
tian ritual. 
G randfather F ro st was one of 
the pagan institutions incorporat­ 
ed into the ritual. O ther equal­

NORWALK. Conn. (JP)—A Nor­ 
walk-m anufactured camera designed 
to track and time missiles in the 
early stages of their flight ha* been 
installed at Melbourne Beach, Fla., 
about 15 miles south of the U. S. 
Air Force’s Cape Canaveral missile 
launching site. 
Called a Mark II Recording O p­ 
tical Tracking Instrum ent, it enables 
the Air Force to record the track 
of a missile moving Into space and 
time it with greater acuracy th an 
has heretofore been possible. 
M anufactured 
by 
the 
Perkin- 
Elmer Corp. of Norwalk, ROTI con­ 
sists of a 24-inch aperture prim ary 
objective 
telescope, sighting tele­ 
scopes, cam era controls and assorted 
equipment. Mounted on a Navy 5- 
inch gun m ount especially adapted 
for the purpo.se, the whole assembly 
weighs more than eight tons The 
largest, most complex system of its 
type ever built, ROTI can photo­ 
graph details of missiles several 
hundred miles away. 
The Melbourne ROTO is one of 
four being built by Perkin-Elm er 


for the Air Force Missile Test Cen­ 
ter.

Teach Giving 
Of course you give generously 
to your children, but do you re­ 
ceive 
generously? 
And 
do 
you 
m ake it possible for them to feel 
satisfied with 
their giving? Tile 
feeling of good will that can come 
through giving is more wonder- 
full to a child than is his pleas­ 
ure in receiving presents. It is 
truly m ore biassed to give than 
lo receive. The younger the child. 


the m ort he has 
to depend 
on 
adults to help him give. And the 
more good will he experience* in 
his giving, the better able he is 
to give of himself as the years 
go on. 
Let young children m ake at least 
some of their presents. A 2-year- 
old can stuff a sachet bag for his 
grandm other, put raisins or silver 
balls on a cookie for his friend 
and stick a candle into a ball of 
clay to make a candle holder for 
his father. At 2. a little bit of gift- 
making goes a long way, so don’t 
urge him to m ake a present for 
everybody..

TOKYO UP)—T he longest building 
in Tokyo is a road—and th e city’s 
i only expressway is a building.

TOKYO'S NEW 


EXPRESSWAY 


IS BUILDING 


TOKYO tfTi—The longest building 


in Tokyo is a road—and the city's 
only expressway is a building. 
j 


This Oriental paradox is the re- 


sult of combining a two-story build- 
ing with an elevated highway: the 
road runs on the roof and the build- 
ing curves as dictated by the course 
of the road. 


Arising from the bed of a drained 


canal, the building-highway will run 
for almost a mile through the heart 
of downtown Tokyo. 


Charge Of Profiteering 


Begun in 1953, the project now is 


scheduled for completion next year— 
one year late. It has been dubbed 
•'the long castle of profits." and 
made the object of loud criticism 
and public Investigations. 


A private firm headed by Minoru 


Higuchi is building it. When com- 
pleted, the building—Interrupted by 
six bridges carrying its roof-road 
over intersections—will provide some 
650.000 square feet pf rentable space. 


Higuchi's firm is collecting eight 


dollars per square foot, as a "loan" 
from tenants, reimbursable In 15 
years at a low interest rate. 


It is estimated that the total 


"loans" will amount to five million 
dollars. Annual rents charged users 
will bring in $800.000. Estimated 
total construction cost Is seven mil- 
lion dollars. 


Get Small Rent 


Despite its location in the heart 


of the downtown area where land 
is more precious than gold, the city 
of Tokyo is paid only a small rent 
for use of the land, which, as a one- 
time canal, is public property.

UPI—E arth 
men could live on the planet Mars, 
but fhey would need to stay in 
space suits all the time, says an 
Air Force scientist. 
But other forms of life m ight exist 
on Mars and even flourish, says Dr. 
Herbertus Strughold cf the D epart­ 
m ent of Space Medicine at Randolph 
Air Force Base. Dr. Strughold, a 
form er G erm an aviation medicine 
specialist, has authored a book on 
Mars, 
He has conducted research on his 
favorite planet at the Air Force 
laboratory here. He says soil sam ­ 
ples tested show th at certain m icro­ 
scopic organism can live under con­ 
ditions like those on Mars. 
Air Conditions Similar 
The atm ospheric conditions on 
Mars are nearer to those on Earth 
than on any other planet in this 
universe, but are hardly appropriate 
for a summ er resort. 
Night tem peratures run 70 de­ 
grees below zero or colder, Dr. S trug­ 
hold says. During the day, certain 
parts of the planet warm up to 
about 70 degrees. 
Dr. Strughold says man could stay 
alive on Mars, but he would have to 
w eaf a space suit continually be­ 
cause atm ospheric pressure would 
be about like th a t found at 50.000 
feet above the earth's sea level. 
W ater, Dr. Strughold believes, ap ­ 
parently is scarce on Mars 
ria n t Grow In Sample Soil 
In a recent experiment. Dr. S trug­ 
hold took soil samples from the 
Painted Desert of Arizona, from the 


Grand Canyon and from the icy 
slopes of Mt. McKinley in Alaska. 
Such soil contains nitrogen loving 
bacteria, considered most likely to 
be at home on Mars. 
The samples were put In a deep 
freezer at night and allowed t o 1 
warm to room tem perature during 
the day. 
• After a week or two, certain 
micro-organisms disappeared com­ 
pletely,” Dr. Strughold says. "Others 
flourished.” 
Tile green color on Mars as ob­ 
served by astronom ers may be some­ 
thing other than vegetation as we 
know it, Dr. Strughold believes. 
Life Might Exist 
But he sa vs there is a distinct 


possibility that some form of lift 
does exist on the planet. 
, “Life has an enormous capacity 
to adjust,” he says. 
The research Dr. Strughold is 
conducting is aimed at. the distant 
day when men may travel to Mars.

His immediate 
concern is keeping U. S. airm en 
alive in the upper stratosphere and 
returning them to earth safely.
